In 1950, 3,043 prefabricated 
buildings, worth 2£2.70m., were 
exported and the figures for 
1951 showed a remorkable od- 
vanee—7,172 bulldings, valued at 
£5, 44m., were shipped abroad. 
But it is estimated that about 99 
per cent of these exports went 
to Australia, Not only ‘ are 
physical restrictions to be im- 
posed on imports of prefabricated 
bulldings the extent of which is 


“| not yet known, but the Common- 


wealth Government has refus: 
to. underwrite the States’ capital 
works programmes beyond on 
upper limit of £A.180m.—a 20 
per cent reduction on last year’s 
figure.

All manufacturers are agreed 
that, despite fierce competition 
from Germany, Belglum, Finland, 
Sweden and Austria, British 
products have so far secured the 
lead in export markets both in 
price and quality. Great efforts 
are being made to expand 
marke! in. non - Sterling 
counties, to make _up for the 
closing of the Australian market, 
and no one doubts that for 
many years to come, both in 
Australia and elsewhere, the. 
world housing shortage will con- 
tinue to exert a great demand for 
all types of prefabricated 
structures.
